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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 44-47, 51, 53-61, 75-84 have been found to be allowable since the prior art of 
record either alone or in combination, neither discloses nor makes obvious a combination of a 
stage device, a corresponding exposure apparatus and corresponding method comprising: among 
other features, a first stage, a second stage, along with a control unit for controlling the first stage 
and the second stage so as to simultaneously move the first stage and the second stage in a 
second axis direction intersecting the first axis direction while one of a state where the first stage 
and the second stage are close together in the second axis direction and a state where both stages 
are in contact in the second axis direction is maintained, during a transition from a first state in 
which one stage of the first stage and the second stage is positioned at the first area to a second 
state in which the other stage is positioned at the first area, as recited in the instant claims. 

Claim 53-61 have been found to be allowable since the prior art of record, either alone or 
in combination, neither discloses nor makes obvious a combination of an exposure apparatus that 
supplies a liquid to a space between a projection optical system and a substrate and comprising 
among other features, a first mark detecting system, a second mark detecting system, along with 
a stage drive system for driving a first stage and a second stage, and satisfying conditions as 
recited in the mentioned claims. 

3. Claims 85-89 have been found to be allowable since the prior art of record, either alone 
or in combination, neither discloses nor makes obvious an immersion exposure apparatus 
comprising among other features, a first stage, a second stage, a suppressing member, along with 
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a stage drive system for driving the first stage and the second stage simultaneously in a 
predetermined direction while a state where the first stage and the second stage are close 
together in the predetermined direction and a state where both stages are simultaneously driven 
and are in contact in the second axis direction is maintained during a transition from a first state 
in which one stage of the first stage and the second stage is positioned in the first area to a 
second state in which the other stage is positioned in the first area, as recited in the instant 
claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed March 3, 2009 are found persuasive and incorporated herein 
by references.
